The Securities and Exchange Commission (Commission) has ordered, pursuant to 

Rule 100(c) of the Commission’s Rules of Practice, that a public hearing shall be 
convened at a time and place to be fixed by, and before, the Administrative Law Judge 
assigned to the proceedings instituted against Thomas C. Gonnella (the “Gonnella 
Proceedings”) and that the Administrative Law Judge shall issue an initial decision no 
later than 120 days from the date of an initial decision in the Gonnella Proceedings, or 
from the date of any order of the Commission accepting an offer of settlement in the 
Gonnella Proceedings.  See 17 C.F.R. § 201.100(c). 
 
 IT IS ORDERED that Administrative Law Judge Cameron Elliot preside at the 
hearing in these proceedings and perform other and related duties in accordance with the 
Commission’s Rules of Practice. 
 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the parties confer and notify the presiding 
judge of a suggested date and time for a prehearing conference which will be conducted 
telephonically unless the parties prefer otherwise.
